Tbe St. Paul G rand O pera House was de­ 
stroyed by fire at an early h our on M onday 
m orning th e 21st. Sixteen stream s of w ater 
were poured in upon th e burning m ass, aud 
seven ch emical engines disch arged th eir con­ 
tents in th e sam e direction, but th e lire gain- i 1, 
ed steadily. Th e crackling of th e fire* as it 
licked up th e rich tap e stry h angings, fed up­ 
on th e sc-enic- effects und piro not ted lrom *me 
dry tim lier to anoth er could is- plainly h eard 
by th e great crowd th at gath ered to watch 
th e ruin long before th e first red flame burst 
th rough th e roof. 
From every crack and 
crevice, wh erever an opening h ud been m ade 
by th e fir» 'men to adm it th e h ose^pipes, great 
billow so bluck sm oke rush ed out and, ga th ­ 
ering in th e clamp m orning nir, com pletely 
envelo)***! th e scene in u sh roud of darkness. 
It was 8:20 wh en th e fire crept out a t th e 
top of th e wall on th e F ourth street side. 
Th en one of th e tim bers supporting th e root 
fell, and a volcanic eruption of sparks and 
cinders broke out uud lit up th e sm oky back­ 
ground. 
it was h ot work for th e firemen 
th en. 
Th e wh ole in th e roof created a draft 
wh ich wh irled th e raging flames into a pillar 
th a t m ounted h igh er and h igh er until th e 
tip of it reach ed beyond th e lop of th e tall 
sm oke stack, th a t was Co mod ore D avidson’s 
pride. No furth er attem p t was m ade to 
save th e opera h ouse, th e fireman directing 
th eir attention to preventing th e fitefroin 
spreading to th e nine-story G rand block, 
wh ich adjoines th e play h ouse on th e W aba­ 
sh a strc-et side, and th e seven-story C ourt 
block adjoining on F ourth street. 
Th e h eavy iron doors wh ich sep arate th e 
m ain h all of th e Court block lrom th e opera 
h ouse stage* were a t a wh ite h eat, and th e 
wood work ignited 
Th e occupants h ad lw- 
rurae alarm ed and began to remove th eir ef­ 
fects. 
A canvas slide stretch ed from th e 
th ird floor to th e street aided m aterially, 
and down th is incline th e valuable law libra­ 
ries of a dozen a ttorneys found th eir way in 
safety. 
Th e firemen fough t h ard. Th ey battered 
down th e m olten iron doors, and turned 
th ree stream s on th e interior of th e burning 
stage, stopping th e progress of th e fire in 
th a t direction. 
Frotu th e sixth story a n­ 
oth er com pany quench ed th e flumes th at 
caugh t in th e window casem ents. 
Th e frigh tened tenants in th e G rand block 
were m oving out, too, assisted by volunteers

While the Catholic 
church ¡» ermits such marriages un­ 
der certain circumstances, its priests 
always do all in their power to dis­ 
courage them, because of trouble 
that frequently arise» between father 
and mother as to hbw the children 
shall be raised, and for further rca-1 
son that oftentimes the

altogether through neglect to obey 
its laws. 
Archbishop Ryan said one evening 
that he was engaged in collecting 
data relative to thenumls*r of ruixe« l 
mariages in each parish « luring the 
past 10 years, whether the promises 
exacted by the church that the chil­ 
dren shall Is* reared in the Catholic 
faith have l» een faithfully kept; in 
how many cas**s the Protestant part­ 
ies have l» een converted; if any cases 
haveocurred w here t ho('atholica 
jks»- 
tacized from the faith, and the num­ 
ber of children who have been lost 
to the church through mixed mar­ 
riages. The Archbishop stated that 
ho presumed that similar efforts weie 
lieing made to collect the sana* infor­ 
mation in all the dioceses of the United 
States.

| raise the bu ilding alxmt three» feet 
I and pu t a good fou ndation and base­ 
ment u nder it Also to raise the ceil­ 
ings altou t three feet, and then veneer 
the entire bu ilding.

The sta tu e of Benjamin Franklin, which 
h as lately been placed upon its pedtfetal in 
the space formed by the intersection of D and 
Tenth streets w id Pennsylvania avenue in 
this city. was uncovered to public view to ­ 
day, th e 183d anniversary of Franklin's 
birth. 
The statue, which has been cut o ut 
of a perfectly clear and flaw less block of Car­ 
ra ra und m arble, is eight feet six inches high, 
und stands upon a pedestal cut from M assa­ 
chusetts granite eleven feet tw o inches above 
the stir ace of rile street. This figure, to g eth ­ 
er with the pedestal finished as it stands, is 
the gift of Hi ilson H utch in*, late proprietor 
of th e W ashington P ost. to the city of W ash­ 
ington. The design was m ade by E rnest 
P lassm an. The statu e was uncovered w ith­ 
out o stentation or parade. The cord which 
confined the tw o American flags with which 
the figure was draped was pulled by Mr. M. 
W Em ory, widow of the late Gen. William 
H. 
Em ory and the great-grandfather of 
Franklin, her m aiden nam e being Bacile. 
Among the few spectators were the daugh­ 
ters of Mrs. E m ory aud Gen.

Red and violet do not accord welj. 
Orange and yellow accord incom­ 
parably better thttn red and orange* 
Black never producer a bad effect 
when it in associated with two lund 
nous colors. 
Breen and blue produce an indiffer­ 
ent effect, but better when the colors 
are deep. 
Blue, when placed by the side of 
orange, increases the later’s intensity, 
nnd vi»*e versa. 
Green and violet, especially when 
light, form a com bination preferable 
to green and blue. 
Bed and blue accord passably, es­ 
pecially if the red in c lin e rath er to a 
scarlet, than a crimson. 
When two colors accord badly to ­ 
g e th e r it is always advantageous to 
seperate them by white. 
While gray never exactly produces 
a bad effect in its association with 
two luminous colors, yet in most 
cases its assortm ents are dull.

Cat belie* Protestant Marriage. 
The results of the intermarriage of 
Catholics and Protestants are being 
investigated by the Catholic author­ 
ities of this country under orders 
from Rome. 
Archbishop Ryan, in 
common with all archbishops and 
bishops, is engaged in the work. and 
the result of his inquiries will be trans­ 
mitted to Borne. 
While t he Catholic 
church permits such marriages un­ 
der certain circumstances, its priests 
always do all in their power to dis­ 
courage them, because of trouble 
that frequently arises between father 
and motlier as to h6w the children 
shall be raised, and for further rea­ 
son that oftentimes the 
Catholic 
husband or wife is lost to the church 
altogether through neglect to 
obey 
its laws. 
Archbishop Ryan said one evening 
that he was engaged in collecting 
data relative to thenumber of mixed 
m anages in each parish during the 
past IO years, whether the promises 
exacted by the church that the chil­ 
dren shall Is* reared in the Catholic 
faith have lieen faithfully kept; in 
how many cases the Protestant part­ 
ies have l>een converted; if any e a s e s 
have ocurred where t he Cat holic a j k js- 
tacized from the faith, and the num­ 
ber o f children who have been 
l o s t 
to the church through mixed 
mar­ 
riages. 
The Archbishop stated that 
he presumed t h a t sim ilarefforts were 
lieing made to collect the s a m e infor­ 
mation in all the dioceses of the United 
States. 
The request for this 
infom atioo 
comes from the sacred college of tho 
inquisition a t Rome, but it is not 
publicly known what the authorities 
there propose to do in 
the matter. 
The marriage of a Catholic and Pro­ 
testant is not permitted in any dio- 
ces unless a special dispensation from 
the bishop shall be granted. Thereare 
different rules in vogue in the various 
dioceses underwhichdispensat ions ars 
allow ed. In certain dioceses the rules 
are more stringent than in others, 
liecause of the various views enter­ 
tained on the subject by the different 
bishops.—Philadelphia Record.

Blood will cause the whole 
barrel to spoil and lieeomeworthless. 
Use plenty of salt. 
-}fter the pieces 
have been in pickle two or three 
weeks take them out and rub with 
saltj>etre. 
This will harden the sur­ 
face and prevent taking too much 
salt, 
lf any scum rises on the brine 
boil it and skim off all th at rises and 
then repack.

.School Matters. 


President Willis, of the Board of 
Education, returned from St. Paul 
last night, where ho has been negoti­ 
ating with the state officers for a loan 
from the state school fund for the 
pur]>OHeof erecting new school houses 
in the Second and Third wards, and 
repairing the old school building in 
the First ward. A special meeting 
of the l>oard will Im* held to-night to 
hear Mr. Willis’ report, and to take 
such action as they may deem neces­ 
sary in regard to the matter. We 
understand, however, that a school 
meeting of the district will probably 
be called, where the matter will l>e 
fully explained, and a vote on the 
question of the loan taken. In addi­ 
tion to building a six-room building 
in the Second and Third wards, as 
contemplated last spring, the board 
now think, it advisable to repair and 
refit the old Sixth street school house, 
with a view of bettering the ventila­ 
tion and making it warmer, as it now 
is, it is nothing but a shell, and not 
fit for occupancy. It is intended to 
raise the building about three feet 
and put a good foundation and base­ 
ment under it. Also to raise the ceil­ 
ings about throe feet, and then veneer 
the entire building. 
This would 
make a first-class building of it, ca­ 
llable of accommodating 300 pupils. 
This can be done, it is estimated, at a 
cost of between $4,000 and $6,000. 
In order not to increase the outlay 
over what was originally intended, it 
is pro|>osed to build the other two 
buildings on a more modest scale, 
which could be done an d still have 
plenty of room to accommodate the 
attendance in these wards for several 
years to come. 
This would make 
four tine school buildings in the city. 
They are all absolutely necessary, 
however, as the bourd is now paying 
*30 jier month rent in order to ac­ 
commodate the scholars attending, 
and besides, the old school buildings 
are not fit for occupation. 
It is to be 
hoj»od, too, that all these contem­ 
plated improvements can be com­ 
pleted before the beginning of next 
year, as the inconveniences that are 
being contended with are very detri­ 
mental to the schools.

The Illinois 
state agent of the Louisiana lottery, 
James K. Moore, was to-dav held to the 
criminal court by .Justice Lyon for 
dealing 
in 
tickets. Despite 
his 
numerous arrests, he has never yet 
been convicted, and should that 
result occur this time, he cannot be 
tined more than $2,000, the statutes 
providing that tho penalty of im­ 
prisonment can only be inflicted upon 
a second or third conviction. To 
remedy this a bill hits been intro­ 
duced in the legislature, and will 
doubtless be passed, prescribing a 
punishment of two years imprison­ 
ment uj)oii Hie first conviction for 
advertising, soliciting or inviting any­ 
body to purchase a lottery ticket, two 
to five years for the second offense, 
and five to ten years for the third.
